Thanksgiving dinner 


by MARIAN MAEVE O'BRIEN 


F all the holidays which we mark by feasting, I think 
O that Thanksgiving is the one most beloved by all Ameri- 
cans. But I often wonder why we continue to subscribe to 
the roast-turkey-mashed-potatoes-mince-pie dinner sequence 
when, with a little originality, we can produce a meal made 
up of real collector's items and accomplish it with less trou- 
ble, less expense, and a great deal more enjoyment? With the 
exception of the turkey, few of the dishes which we think of 
as belonging to the Thanksgiving dinner are truly American. 
anyway; we have simply made them so with constant repeti- 
tion. More truly American is food suited to our smaller fam- 
ilies and limited kitchen help: food adjusted to a different 
way of living and a more discriminating palate. Collector's 
items demand a proper setting to reveal their true beauty, and 
collector's food deserves the counterpoint which only the flavor 
of wine can provide. Your first consideration should be for 
fine American wines to point up your Thanksgiving. You 
might well start with cocktail sherry. Served chilled but not 
cold, accompanied by hot salted pecans and spiced olives, it 
makes an apéritif that is hard to equal anywhere. The Sonoma 
Pinot Blane (made in Sonoma County from the Pinot white 
grape) is an exceptionally fine wine comparable to the French 
Vouvray—full and soft in bouquet and flavor, and exactly 
right with both the fish course and with fowl. There are in- 
numerable fine American liqueurs, too, for that last aromatic 
breath of enjoyment which we want to savor. Cointreau li- 
queur is produced and bottled by Cointreau in the United 
States, using its authentic, 100-year-old French formula. 


Southern Comfort was originated and is bottled on the banks 


of the Mississippi. A Grand Marnier and a number of other 
fruit liqueurs are equally America. Give your guests a choice 


of two—after all. it's Thanksgiving! Recipes are on page 283.

the British Bali Ha’i 


N the days of King Charles II of England, ban- 
ishment to Barbados was considered a form of 
punishment. Today, there is a growing number 
of people who would consider it a pleasure. 
This small British island (14 by 21 miles), 

shaped like a Swiss ham, is the most easterly of that 

group of the Lesser Antilles known as the Windward 

Islands. Bathed in brilliant sunshine and air-conditioned 

by the trade winds, it has a climate as close to perfect 

as mere mortals can expect to enjoy. Although sub- 
tropical it is free from malaria and yellow fever, offers 
seu bathing of most every description, as well as fishing, 
boating, golf, tennis, dancing, riding, polo and movies. 

The more fervent admirers of Barbados call it paradise. 

If so, it is a British paradise, and has been since 1605 

when the crew of the “Olive Blossom” took possession 

by the simple means of erecting a cross and inscribing 
on a nearby tree, “James K. of E. and of This Land.” 

The precocious Portuguese, who were so busy dis- 

covering places in the sixteenth century, are generally 

given eredit for being the first Europeans to set foot 
on the island. They presumably found it uninhabited, 
named it Los Barbados after the bearded fig trees, and 


considerately left some hogs behind for the benefit 


i 


of sailors who might be shipwrecked nearby. But it is 
the descendents of the early British colonists who have 
really taken over Barbados. And since the British abroad 
are more British than the British at home, life there 
has a distinctly official flavor, centering around Gov- 
ernment House, and the various clubs: the Yacht Club, 
Savannah Club, Bridgetown Club, Aquatic Club and 
Golf Club. Geographically speaking, the newer residents 
tend to congregate along the west coast, while descend- 
ents of the old families live often in the central and 
southern parts. Climatically, the latter have the best of 
it: for while the topography is comparatively flat, the 
highest point being a central height called Mt. Hillaby 
(1.105 feet), the prevailing winds come in off the At 
lantic. Thus Barbadian planters traditionally go to the 
east coast for their “holidays.” sometimes traveling as 
far as 10 miles. The

HOW TO DEAL WITH LEAKING DRAINS. Unless you ar 
take the drain apart yourself. Reassembling it requires special rubber washers 
(you aren't likely to have) or packing that is difficult to apply. The drain is 
usually close to the floor so wrapping it with cloth and letting one end of cloth 
drain the overflowing water into a bucket is often feasible—and easy. A 
worse leak can be patched with electrician’s rubber tape wrapped generously 
and tightly around the drain section. Friction tape, applied on top of the 


rubber tape, will prevent it from unwinding and help to hold water in check. 


REPLACING FAUCET WASHERS. A dripping faucet can stain a lavatory bowl and

the washer (at the base of the flow-adjusting mechanism) take off the faucet. 
Use an adjustable wrench with smooth jaws. Protect all chrome-plated parts 
with adhesive tape.

If the washer is deeply scored or worn, it should be replaced. For hot water 


faucets, a fiber or nylon washer is best; for cold water, a rubber or nylon one.

How to 
cut your garden 


work in half 


HEN you are told to “cut your garden work in half,” your first thought 
generally is in terms of garden area. | put a different interpretation on 


it. The amount of my garden work has been cut in half, or roughly so, but my 


garden is just as large as it always was. Moreover, it shows no special evidence 


of neglect. A study of modern

Probably the greatest labor-saving 
plan I have adopted is the free use of 
mulches: grass clippings to the extent 
they are available, peat moss where ap- 
pearance is a matter of importance, 
and sawdust as the cheapest and most

Sawdust is an ideal mulching ma- 
terial for the blueberries and excellent 
for the vegetable garden. As it grad- 
ually rots it is dug into the soil. It is 
well, however, to apply a little extra 
lime to garden cřops when sawdust is 
used, to counteract acidity. Mulching 
material is applied when the crops 
start to grow, the soil first having been 
well loosened at the surface with a 
wheel cultivator. A well-planned mulch- 
ing program saves many hours of un- 
necessary work, since a mulched gar- 
den needs very little weeding and al- 
most no watering.

Blu 
quire a great deal of moisture. If the 
water table is near the surface, as in 
a naturally moist location (the ideal 
condition for blueberries), there will 
be little need to use a hose.

Roses, 
too, need a liberal quantity.of water al 
their roots. Indeed, moisture is more 
important, I believe, than fertilizer, al- 
though both are necessary. Whether 
roses are mulched or not, I still find it

The new plastic hose, if of good 
quality, is a boon to garden makers 
who use water freely. It is so light that 
moving it about is no task. It does not 
kink and apparently it can be permitted 
to lie around on the grass without suf- 


fering from sunburn, 
My garden has many corners, 
which means that hose must be 


moved frequently. This was trouble- 
some until I hit upon the plan of push- 
ing a pointed iron rod into the ground 
at the point where a turn is to be made. 
The hose slides right around this rod. 


There is another short cut for 
handling lengths of hose. Now available 
on the market is a device for snapping

coupling them in the old way. What a 
boon! Click, and the two sections are 
together. Click again, and they are 
apart. The hose is attached in the same 
easy way to the faucet or the sprinkler. 


A small rose garden is my pride 
and joy. I like to keep it neat. but the 
use of pruning shears demands much 
stooping and results, as a rule, in un- 
pleasant encounters with thorns. Both 
are avoided in large measure with a 
little tool which has a rod long enough 
to reach the center of most rose plants 
and a handle with a pistol grip that 
operates a cutting blade. Unwanted 
branches are snipped off quickly, T use 
this cutter, too, for removing the faded 
heads of irises, peonies and other per- 
ennials, A real short cut for removing 
the old flowers of the climbing roses, 
which produce their blooms in clusters, 
is simply a strong stream from the hose. 


Gardeners know that chrysanthe- 
mums should be topped at least twice 
before the first of July. I do this topping 
with a sharp sickle, Just a few swishes 
on a cool morning and the tops are off 
at the right height to induce branch- 
ing and more flowers in the fall. 


How to water flats in the 
frame before the seedlings appear is 
sometimes a problem. I finally found 
a hose nozzle with such a fine spray 
that it can be used with perfect as- 
surance that the tiny seeds will not be 
washed out of place. This nozzle is also 
useful for spraying the stems of 
gladiolus plants to keep them moist. so 
they will not form crooked stems. This, 
naturally, is quite apart from the 
weekly applications of DDT to con- 
trol thrips. In my garden, spraying of 


cold 


gladiolus for insect pests has been 
changed to dusting, It seems very 


difficult to make spray material stick to 
gladiolus foliage, but dusting in the 
morning is successful, 

The easier task of dusting has 
largely superseded spraying in all parts 
of my garden, except when dealing 
with aphids. Nothing else seems to be 
as effective as nicotine sulphate 
(Black Leaf 40) when trying to control 
these and plant lice of all kinds. In very

CELERY BOUILLON 
4 cups broth from capon 
2 cups diced celery 
1 medium onion, diced 
\% tsp. each marjoram, savory 
and rosemary 
1 tbsp. flour 
Salt 
Black pepper 


Strain off the broth from the capon, 
cool quickly and carefully remove all 
of the fat. Bring to a simmer, add the 
celery, onion, and herbs. Simmer 20 
minutes, Thicken slightly with the 
flour, which has been rubbed smooth in 
a little cold water and then taste, add- 
ing a little salt and freshly ground pep- 
per if needed, Serve very hot with a few 
small stalks of crisp celery and a platter 
of Melba toast which has been spread 
with Cheddar cheese and heated in the 
oven for a moment or so. 


SHRIMP WITH ALMONDS 
5 cup almonds 
2 tbsps. butter 
DÁ lbs, fresh jumbo shrimp 
3 qts. boiling water 
Mixed pickling spice 
Flour 
3 tbsps. lemon juice 


Blanch the almonds, dry well in a tea 
towel and cut into slim slivers with a 
very sharp paring knife. Melt the butter 
in a heavy skillet, add the almonds, and 
sauté until golden brown. Set aside un- 
til serving time. Meanwhile, rinse the 
shrimp and drop into the boiling water. 
Add the pickling spice. Cook 15 min- 
utes, then drain and rinse in fresh hot 
water. Shell and clean. Roll in a little 
flour until each shrimp is well coated, 
then remove to the pan in which the 
almonds were browned, adding a little 
more butter if necessary, and sauté the 
shrimp until they, too, are a pleasant, 
crisp color.
